' AnderEonville, Oa.; May lli.—Mem- 
ories ol the days itnmecliaely after,ttio 
close o£ the civil war were revived 
here today by trie urnpUing'Of a mon.- 
ument : to the memory of Captain 
Henry WIrz,'keeper of AndersonvUle 
prlsoo, who washansed by the feder- 
al authorities after the war, although 
the speakers referred happily i" the; 
spirit of reunion and common interest 
that has taken the place of the bitter- 
ness of the past. 


The unveiling of the monument was 


attended by Veterans of the Confed- 
erate Armies, Sons ol Veterans and 
Daughters of the Confederacy.
